Claims 1*37 (Groups I and II in the previous restriction action) are now canceled. 



2. Claims 38-46 allowed, renumbered as 1-9. 

Claims 38-39, a subgroup of Group III was elected by attorney Paul Durkee, are 
allowed. Since claims 40-46 depend on the allowed independent claim 38, claims 40- 
46 are rejoined with claims 38-39 to be allowed in total. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
There are no prior art teach or suggest a system for reading a license plate 

comprising: 

A plurality of roadside toll collectors; 

At least one transaction processor coupled to the toll collectors; 

At least one video image processor coupled to the transaction processor; 




Allowable Subject Matter 
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A video exception processor coupled to the transaction processor; 

A toll processor coupled to the transaction processor and adapted to minimize 
the number of manual reads.
